pendence,’ or those who have written with

“She may have a good reason for this 
from her point of view,” said the speaker, 
“but we have nothing against the Ger- 
mans.

KILLED BY AIR RAIDS 


ON SOUTHEAST COAST 


After Standing in Line for Hours To Purchase Potatoes, Women 
and Children Are Showered With Deadly Bombs By Hun 
Air Vultures—Seventy:Six Are Killed and 
175 Others Are Injured, 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

A TOWN ON THE SOUTHEAST COAST OF ENGLAND, May = 27.— 
Women and children who had stood for hours in a long line in the busiest 
street here waiting to purchase potatoes’ were the principal victims of the 
German airplane raid Friday evening. They had little warning of the 
raid and were easy victims of the air vultures who dropped thelr deadly 
bombs indiscriminately, 

More Deadly Than Zeppa. 

The raid which claimed the lives of seventy-sixe persons and caused 
injury to 175 others proved more deadly than any the Zeppelins had made 
on England since the beginning of the war. 

Flying so high that they looked like a flock of ducks, the raiders 
rained dozens of bembs on the busiest block of ehe main thoroughfare, 
which was choked with shoppers of every age and sex. 

A vorrespondent of the Associated Press visited the destroyed dlatrict 
today. He found a grocery store that had collapsed and was told by the 
grocer who had lost two members of his family that ten dead persons were 
found in the debris of the building. A dozen more were killed and three 
score or more injured by flying glass and bricks and shrapnel-like frag- 
ments which were scattered forcibly by bursting bombs, 

Within 200 Yards, 

Many persons lost their lives on a narrow star-like passageway between 
two buildings on this street when a bomb burst overhead, the concussion 
killing them, All the victims in this part of the town were struck down 
within a radius of 200 yards, 

One of the most striking results was the small property damage here 
compared with the heavy los of life. This Is thought to have been due 
to the fact that the bombs happened to drop where large crowds of shop- 
pers, augmented by people attracted to the potato sale, were gathered. 
In the residential sections fashionable homes were demolished, but only 
one or two victims were found in the ruins, 

Less Than Three Minutes, 

The casualty list for this town alone was tonight placed at sixty dead 
and 160 injured. Workmen continued to search huge plles of debris to- 
night in the residential section where Several persons are missing, The 
ralders spent less than three minutes over this town. They came from 
places further inland which they had bombed freely. The loss of Mfe and 
property damage in those places, however, Is reported to have been com- 
paratively slight.

AT NAMAO 


Union Service Is Held At Presby- 
terian Church—Money For 
Y.M.C.A. Work. 


United Farmers’ Sunday was cele- 
brated ut Namao by a largély attend- 
ed united service at the Presbyterian 
ehureh at 3 p. m., at which Rey. R. 
N. Matheson, pastor of the Presbyte- 
an church, presided. An address was 
given by Harry Long, the much re- 
spected pioneer, who has for several 
years been president of the Namao 
local U, F. A,; and on eloquent ser- 
mon was preached by Rev, W, J. Con- 
oly, pastor of the Namao Methodist 
church. The collection, totalling $12, 
will go to assist the Y. M. C. A. work 
for the soldjers overseas, 

In his brief talk on the work of the 
U. F, A. Mr. Long referred to the 
happy conditions existing in that or- 
Kanization and to the grand character 
of the president, H. W. Wood. Since 
the idea was to select U, I’. A. Sunday 
as the nearest to Victoria Day, the 
celebration had a patriotic flavor, He 
hoped that the U, FI, A. principle of 
co-operation in the doing of good to 
and for each other would lead to 
greater things in the future, 

Rey. W. J, Conoly endorsed the 
tribute to President Wood, who de- 
clared the U. F. A .had as its object 
the reformation and improvement of 
society, Too many men, however, 
look upon the U. F. A. simply from 
the financial benefit of its scheme of 
co-operation and the saving of moro 
than the members in the price of one 
order for wire or twine. 

“May God have merev on your 
shriveled soul if you have nothing bet- 
ter than the minimum of work and 
the maximum of comfort and lux- 
ury as your ideal of life. I am not go- 
ing to advise you to commit suicide, 
out the worid would be better with- 
out you,” he declared with emphasis. 
“The object of the U. F. A. is not 
only the improvement of the farmers, 
but also the improvement of all so- 
clety.” 

The ideal of all should be to have 
a fair share of the work of life as 
well aga fair share of the world's 
comforts and blessings. There should 
be a fair distribution of the comforts, 
blessings and labors of life. More is 
demanded of men than that they sim- 
ply make a living. These ideal condl- 
tons will not be accomplished by the 
mere making of laws. But if the 
idea of service instead of gain is tak 
en as the ideal of everyone, then 
these ideal conditions will soon result 
Let once the producers, manufactur- 
ers, carriers, traders and consumers 
practice this ideal of service rather 
chan gain, then the ideal in life will 
be accomplished, 

The farmers are in the class of the 
primary producers and they should 
not act in such a wre as to curtail 
the future source of supply. They 
should dispose of their produce with- 
out any unnecessary tax on the con- 
sumers. There should not be a com- 
bine of the farmers to unduly raise 
the price to the consumers. The 
ame principles of service and fair 
play should apply to the m nufac- 
urers and other classes of the com- 
munity. Then, again, the ideal con- 
sumer should be willing to pav a fair 
profit to the primary producers, man- 
ufacturers, carriers and traders. 

He urged the farmers to combine 
for the improvement of the conditions 
of the laboring men in the slums oi 
the cities as much as for their own 
improvement. All classes should work 
together for the improvement of the 
wealth, health and other comforts 
of all classes in the community. By 
united co-operation much could be ac- 
complished. 

“ A man is a man if he has the 
morals of a snake,” declared Mr. 
Conoly, when referring to the hbetter- 
ment of the moral life of tha citizens 
He praised the work of t e present 
day schools as tending towards a be: 
ter and a cleaner living community 
than in the olden times. when the 
school was practically an undecorated 
barn-like structure. 

One reason he gave for the difficulty 
the older farmers of today found in 
securing successful co-operation was 
the fact that twenty-five years agu 
they, as young folks, had not learned 
to play such games as basket ball, 
the essential of which was co-opera- 
tion. Today play is looked upon av 
one of the most powerful educative 
forces in life. The advantages of 
the educational system of Alberta 
was well worthy of praise for the 
rapid progress the pupils could make 


in securing their graduation from 
from either the High School, the Uni 
versity or the technical scholo. - 


Some had urged for the re-establish- 
ment of the old-time prayer meeting 


in the Namao community, but per-

OF DISCOURSE 


President Wood of. U.F.A. At 
Wesley Church Says Indi- 
vidualism Must Go. 


President H. W. Wood, of the Un- 
ited Farmers of Alberta, spoke in 
Wesley Methodist church last night, 
devoting himself to his familiar sub- 
ject of “co-operation.” For the past 
ten years, he sald, the problem of the 
rural church has beon Insistent. ‘The 
old appeal had failed to reach the 
hearts men, How was that church 
to be r@tored? It was, declared the 
Speaker, by the recognition of social 
obligations and by the co-operation of 
divergent elements. he germ of this 
movement lay already in human 
hearts. It only needod awakening. 
True, it was a slow process, but 
Christ himself knew that this devel- 
opment was to be along a stéw and 
tortuous line, 

Effective co-operation needed the 
spirit of unselfishness to develop it. 
As soon as We subordinated individ- 
ual effort to social needs then we were 
going to develop Christianity ag never 
before. True civilization would not 
be built up except upon a foundation 
of unselfish co-operation. So iong as 
the spirit of individualism aud ani- 
malism prevailed, so long civilization 
would be a failure. Germany had the 
most -wonderful system of animalistic 
organization the world had ever seen 
but today she stood as the great men- 
ace of civilization. 

The- speaker said that he brought 
no message of a cut-and-dried scheme. 
Co-operation must bo guided by the 
spirit of Christianity. We must put 
that spirit into business and into Poli- 
“cs, We must get the viston of our 
future civilization and God would lead 
us day by day. 

Mr. Wood spoke at Clover Bar 
along tho same lines in the after- 
noon. It was “U. F. A." day yester-

In these days of ruthless submarine 
warfare, when dozens of boats with 
valuable cargoes of merchandise and 
human lives are sunk daily by Ger- 
many’s monstrous fleet of under-sea 
boats, it is tlmely to recall that just 
thirty years ago tedsv the British 
| steamer Sir John Lawrence was 
wrecked’ by a typhoon in the Indian 
Ocean, constituting one of the most 
terrible sea dizasters in history, up to 
the time of the Titanic catastrophe. 
Severn hundred and fifty lives were 
lost, and at the time the whole world 
was shocked bv the event. 

From time to time since the sinking 
of the Sir John Lawrence history has 
been punctuated by a goodly quota of 
sea disasters, The fate of the Titanic, 
of course, is fresh in the minds of the 
present generation, and a few years 
after that the present war, which has 
extended to this shore, deve oped a 
condition which has seen some of the 
finest craft ever launched go to the 
bottom of the Atlantic and adjacent 
waters. 

That accidents, such as in the case 
of the Sir John, Lawrence ind the Ti- 
tanlec should rob the world of its fine 
ships wero misfortunes which, at the 
time, were mourned by the whole 
world, and few people thought then 
that the fleeting years would bring 
about a condition of international re'a- 
tionship which would see so many of 
the best merchatitmen and batt'eship: 
of the different nitions uselessly and 
needlessly sent to the bottom.

The French Minister of Muni-

| Will Famine Follow the 


(Specially Written For The Bulletin) 

To suggest that the world may em- 
erge from war, only to find itself 
plunged into famine, may seem like 
playing upon the public nerves at a 
time when they are already over- 
strung. So many apparently impos- 
alble things have occurred within the 
last three years that the mind is now 
prepared to accept almost any disaster 
as within the range of possibility. To 
the well-informed reader of 1917 a 
world famine seems no less impossible 
than did a world war three or four 
years ago. Indeed, the indications 
which point to the possibility of fa- 
mine have not even the soothing qual- 
fiv of sentiment, which said, "The 


modern world is much too sane to 
fight.” Sanity, properly distributed 
over the great nations, might have 


saved the world from war, but no de- 
gree of sanity can save it from starva- 
tion if it continues to produce less 
food than it consumes 

The quention may be asked, “Why 
should war bring about a food short- 


age? The millions of men now in the 
army were previously fed, doubtless 
equally well, in civil lfe The tre- 


niendous loss of life means a propor- 
tlonate decrease in food consumption, 
All countries are encouraging food 
production on a scale and of an in 
tensity never before attempted, and 
the high prices offered for the  pro- 
ducts of the farms are a powerful eco- 
nomic incentive toward meeting any 
shortage that may exist. The answer 
is found in those same high prices, 
After making allowance for the ef- 
fects of speculation, the price of food 
products must surely tIndleate the 
crowing scarcity. Take the figures 
prevailing in Western Canada, for 
example. Here is a great food pro- 
ducing country which never falls to 
have a surplus for world consumption; 
a country in which famine is timpos- 
sible, because it produces more than 
{t eats. The average price of wheat 
in Western Canada (Fort William bas- 
is) for four years previous to the out- 
break of war waa 93 cents, At this 
writing it is $2.08. Oats. used prin- 
cipally as a food for livestock, have 
advanced from ?7 cents to 68 cents, 
and other cereals in proportion, Even 
in this prairie country, which  pro- 
duces more than its requirements, po- 
tatoes are now selling at $60.00 a ton. 


And look at the prices of livestock, 
clipped from a market report early 
in April: 

Hogs: Calgary, $14.75 Winnipeg, 
$14.85; Montreal, $16.75; Chicago, 
$16.00, 

Cattle: Calgary, $9.99; Winnipeg, 
$10.15; Montreal, $12.00; Chicago, 
$13.15. 

Sheep: Calgary, $19.75: Winnipeg, 
$11.60; Montreal, $15.00; Chicago, 
$15.50. 


Milch cows, offered for sale at farm- 
ers’ auctions, bring prices as high as 
were commanded by horses a few 
years ago, and a brood sow registers a 
market value greater than a milch cow 
of the last decade. These prices may 
rot mean famine, but they can be in- 
terpreted only as shadowing the spec- 
tre of universal food shortage. 

Crop Deficits. 

But, to return to the original ques- 
tion, why should there be a food short- 
age? Let us drop theories—which, in 
case of hunger, have no filling quati- 
ties—and consult facts. The United 
States produced in 1916 640,000,000 
bushels of wheat, which is 885,000,000 
less than the crop of 1915, and 250,- 
000,000 less than the crop of 1914.

“THE COW BILL” 


The Live Stock Encoyragement Act, 
which was passed at the recent ses- 
sion of the Alberta Legislature, com- 
monly known as “The Cow Bill,” fe 
now in operation, and applications are 
being received at ft ‘Department 
f Agriculture for loa ‘under this 
Act. The’ Act provides tHat any 
five or more farmers may avail them- 
elves of its provisions by joining to- 
sether for that purpose, These men 
may borrow up to $500 each. The 
money is toaned to them for a period 
of five years at 6 per cent. interest 
The farmer receives the full $500 and 
he has nothing to pay but $30 interest 
once a year until the end of five years 
The only expense In connection with 
the loan {s a fee of $1 for every $100 
borrowed, There is no further expense 
in connection with chattel mortgages 
or the registration of the same, as the 
Live Stock Commissioner in the De- 
partment of Agriculture holds the vat- 
tle in security for the loan by means 
of a government brand. A certain 
amount of supervision {s made over 
the purchase of the cattle, or rather, 
the farmer js given whatever aseist- 
ancce he may require in the purchase 
of his cows. The money must be used 
exclusively in the purchase of cows or 
heifers, except in case a number of 
members of an association wish to pur- 
chase a pure-bred bull to be used by 
them as an association, and then 10 
per cent. of their money may be used 
for that purpose. 

The purchaser of live stock under 
this Act must retain the progeny of 
the cows or heifers so purchased until 
the note is paid, except that he can 
aell the steers when. they are two 
years old and use the proceeds in con- 
nection with his farming business. 
None of the original cows or heifers, 
or cows or heifers bred from them, can 
be sold without the written  con- 
sent of the’ Live Stock Commissioner 
This consent, of course, will be given 
in case a farmer should require to gel! 
any of them on account of their being 
non-breeders or for any other reason 
replacing those sold with other cows 
or heifers. In this way the live atock 
loans will practically all be well secur 
ed after the first crop of calves has 
been raised, so that there will be a 
comparatively small amount of risk 
either for the Government or for any 
individual member.of an association. 

In order to avail themselves of this 
loan, five farmers are asked to join 
together, signing joint and several 
notes for the money, so that in case 
of any man wilfully neglecting his 
stock there will be some interested 
person in the shape of another mem- 
ber of the syndicate to notify the Live 
Stock Commissioner, and he- under 
the provisions of this Act, can take 
charge of the stock so negleeted, and 
see that other members of the syn- 
dicate as well as the Government are 
protected against loss. 

Provision is also made tn the Aet for 
the Live Stock Commissioner to pro- 
ceed against the one man who so ne- 
glects his stock and compel him to pay 
whatever loss there is without involv- 
Ing the other members of the syndi- 
cate in a law-suit, the idea being to 
work out, as simply as possible, a sys- 
tem by which men can borrow money 
at a low rate of interest for the pur- 
chase of liye stoek, and still have rea- 
sonable protection for the Treasury of 
the Province of Alberta, which guar- 
antees these loans, and thus materially 
reduces the rate of interest. 

Already a number of applications 
have been received from associations, 
and the Live Steck Commissioner is 
how prepared to take the matter up 
with any farmers who are interested 
In the Act. Write the Department of

| CO-OPERATIVE WOOL SALES| 


The Alborta§ Provincial Sheep 
Breeders’ association, which for the 
past two yeurs has hold successful 
scales of wool, ia now making prepara- 
tiong fer the 1917 sale Thip co- 
operative method of selling wool is 
encouraged by the Live Stock Branch 
of the departinent of agriculture at 
Vilawe, who send oul, each year, ex 
pert graders to sort and grade the 
wool The !dmonton Exhibition pro- 
vides A bullding where tne woel is 
received and graded. Thege seryicos 
are rendered free of charge. 

Wool may be ehipped to tho eac- 
retary, W. J, Stark, immediately after 
the close of the Edmonton exhibition, 
July 16th, and will be received any 
ume during the balance of the month 
of July. The Dorminion government 
graderg then sort and grade the wool, 
and tenders are called fer, The wool 
will be sold on or about August 6th. 
Arrangemonts have been mada with 
the Banks, whereby an advance of 
iwenty centa per pound is made to 
the owner of the wool, on reeeipt of 
same in Edmonton; this is done to 
help out the smaller sheep raisers, 
who fd the money, and would oth- 
erwis 6 tempted to seil direct to the 
buyers at a lower price. 

In order that the members of the 
association may receive the full mar- 
ket value of their wool, in case there 
should seem to be a disposition on 
the part of the buyers who come

W. F. Btevens, live stock commis- 
sioner for the province of Alberta, 
working through the Alberta Provin- 
celal Swine Breeders’ association, has 
organized a stock feeding competi- 
t.on for children over eight and under 
eventeen years of age. No entry fee 
a charged, the object being simply to 
‘patera an interest in live stock among 
oung folks. If the experiment this 
ear proves a success, it is the inten- 
fon to broaden the scheme next year, 
und include poultry, sheep, etc. 

Tho Ajberta’ Provincial Swine 
Breeders’ association ia donating 
rises for this competition, and the 
Mdmonton Exhibition association is 
giving, free of charge, the services of 
ts office staff. 

The competitors are required to ee- 
ect a young pig—between six and 
twelve weeks old—-and feed and care 
‘or the animal without assistance dur- 
ng the summer months. The ani- 
mals will then be judged at the time 
of the sheep and swine sale in Ed- 
monton, November 2nd, when liberal 
prizes will be given to the competitors 
whose pigs show the best evidence 
of care and attention, and the best 
average gain. The prizes rango from | 
$15 down to $2. 


A number of schoo! districts have 
already taken this proposition up, and 
have sent in the names of pupils de- 
sireus of entering the competition. 

We would like to eee this district 
well ropresented—it means go0d pub- 
helty. An enthuslastic interest on 
the part of our boys and girls in thie 
industry—which means 609 much to 
the farmers particularly at the pres- 
ent time,-should also result,
